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“Without Warning” Just 
Another Murder Tale:

NEW YORK ((P}—‘Without Warn- 
ing” is a moderately titillating thriller 
about murder at an army post which 
need not detain us long. This business 
of murder on the stage, what with 
keen competition from novels and the 
movies, has reached the point where 
the material has to be so superlative 
that few of the who-done-it dramas 
can hope to attract much more than 
passing attention. 

This one has some tough army talk, 
a few tense moments, a grisly homi- 
cide, but any moderately bright audi- 
ence should be a jump ahead of the 
stage Sherlock. 

Jack Roseleigh, as a colonel who 
solves the puzzle, is forthright as usual 
and does much for the play. Others 
in the cast are Claire Carleton, Edward 
Craven, Philip Ober, Don Dillaway, 
Harold Waldridge, Russell Morrison, 
Frankline Fox and J. Arthur Young. 
The author is Ralph Spencer Zink and 
the producer, A. L. Jones. 

W. Somerset Maugham seems to have 
given the theater a miss for several 
years as far as writing plays is con- 
cerned, and this is to be regretted 
deeply for he is a master at doing the 
comedy of manners sort of thing. A 
collection of his plays, “Six Comedies,” 
just published by Doubleday-Doran, is 
a reminder of his absence from the 
theater here for the last four seasons. 

The plays in the collection are “The 
Unattainable,’ “Home and _ Beauty,” 
“The Circle,” “Our  Betters,” ‘‘The 
Constant Wife,” and “The Bread-Win- 
ner.” The excellence of “The Circle” 
and ‘Our Betters” will be easily re- 
called by those fortunate enough to 
see them and easily discovered by 
those making their acquaintance for 
the first time in this volume. 

In a preface, Maugham states his 
credo for the theater and from it one 
can easily see why he can and does 
drop out as a dramatist suddenly. This, 
of course, doesn’t mean that he might 
not pop back with a fistful of plays at 
any time. 

“I cannot persuade myself that the 
drama needs to be taken with the seri- 
ousness that is cultivated in certain 
quarters,” he writes. “Its aim is not to 
instruct but to please... . 

“But now the intelligent reader sits 
up and takes notice. That is what we 
want, he cries, the theater of ideas. 
All right. Let us talk of the theater 
of ideas. 

“Ideas appeal to reason. But when 
you appeal to the reason of an audi- 
ence you are faced with the difficulty 
that not all its members are on the 
same level of culture... Many drama- 
tists, on producing a play of ideas, 
have been disappointed to find that a 
large part of the audience was bored 
stiff and that the critics only sneered. 
Stale ideas are no more palatable than 
stale fish, and new ideas do not grow 
On every gooseberry bush. ... Fhe 
reader must not do me the injustice 
of supposing that I claim there is no 
room for thought in the theater. The 
more intelligent a dramatist is, the 
better will be his plays. I suggest 
merely that ideas, new or old, as such, 
are no concern of his. He must trans- 
late them in terms of emotion. 

“Prose drama is one of the lesser 
arts, like wood carving or dancing, but 
so far as it is an art at all its purpose 
is to afford delight. If comedy casti- 
gates the follies of the moment that 
is by the way and only so far as this 
no doubt laudable process occasions 
laughter. The object is the entertain- 
ment rather than the improvement of 
the audience. I cannot persuade my- 
self that the drama can usefully con- 
cern itself with the welfare of human- 
ity or the saving of civilization. . 

To which I say amen. 

The trouble with the Pulitzer prize, 
as it applies to the drama at least, is 
that you can’t keep it secret. People. 
are bound to find out about it and dis-! 
agree with the judges, not once in a 
while, but year after year. Well, I fin- 
ally got the returns and was in no wise 
Shocked because, as 1 fully expected, 
the judges went contrary to my care- 
fully outlined advice of a few weeks 
ago and knotted the $1,000 in the han- 
Kerchiefs of George 5S. Kaufman, a 
Kaufman, a previous winner, and Moss

Modern Devices To 
Help Protect 
U. S. Wealth 


SAN FRANCISCO (lP)}—The United 
States government’s new $1,000,000 
mint was dedicated today with elab- 
orate flag raising ceremonies con- 
ducted by city and federal officials. 

The mint, believed virtually impreg- 
nable, is built on the leveled top of a 
rocky hill on upper Market Street. It 
is five stories high and is surrounded 
by a rock wall. 

In side are two major vaults for 
storing bullion and coin, and several 
minor vaults, which will accommodate 
$400,000,000 in gold and silver. 

Among the protective devices are 
microphones, listening posts, sound de- 
tectors, two way radio equipment, 
flood lights and tear gas. 

Shooting galleries are provided for 
the guards and shower baths for the 
workers. 

A filtering system, which cost $65,- 
000, will continually extract gold par- 
ticles from the air. 

Because the old mint lacked such a 
device, it will be necessary to burn its 
carpets to recover gold, expected to 
amount to about $100,000. 

The dedication climaxed 20 months 
of construction work.

Barley: Crop is backward. Present 
forecast is for 27,486,000 bushels. Last 
year production was 29,925,000 bushels.

Friday afternoon as the three were re- 
turning to Greenwood from Auburn. It 
jis reported that the occupants of an 


automobile which was following the ill- 
fated car at some distance, explained 
that “they noticed the car ahead, and 
when they looked again, the car wasn’t 
there, but they saw a puff of dust 
come from the side of the canyon be- 
low the highway.” 

Apparently no one saw more of the 
accident than that. 

Persons who visited the scene re- 
ported that the tracks of the car could 
be seen along the outer edge of the 
highway for a distance of about 40 
feet and then, it appeared, the rear 
wheel of the car had slipped over the 
edge. 

The machine lodged upon the rocks, 
probably 100 or 150 feet below the road, 
at a point approximately opposite the 
end of the Mountain Quarries railroad 
bridge on the Placer County side. 

A rescue crew of 15 men was required 


_ to remove the victims and it was found 


that Leonard had died instantly of a 
fractured neck.
